mond Pearson Hobson of Alabama, 
one of the authors of the joint reso- 
lution on national prohibition, which 
gave rise to a stirring debate and a 
close vote at the last session of con- 
gress, proposed in an address before 
the national Anti-Saloon League con- 
vention today that 
the 
resolution 


should be brought up again on De- 
cember 21, next, just a year, lacking 
one day, from the date of its previous 
consideration. 
The former Alabama 


congressman outlined in this connec- 
tion "The Grand Strategy 
of 
the 


iTight" the anti-saloon forces should 
follow in the "Great Liquor War." 


As part of an educational cam- 


paign, Mr. Hobson publicly urged 
that President Wilson "be formally 
requested to practice total 
abstin- 


ence, as an example aud to banish all 
intoxicating liquors from the White 
House, and to establish temperance 
In the civil service like that practiced 
by railroads and other businesses." 


That the scope of the war might 


be world-wide, he suggested a peti- 
tion to congress for a special appro- 
priation for an international anti-al- 
cohol conference as soon as peace in 
Europe was restored. 


Among the numerous points 
he 


raised in questions of strategy, he 
urged "the enfranchisement of wo- 
men everywhere"; incorporation of 
churches and all varieties of Chris- 
tian organizations bodily 
into 
the 


anti-saloon campaign; a special effort 
to secure the full co-operation of the 
business world; pnd the incorpora- 
tion of a joint national association 
for constitutional prohibition. 


He suggested that the mentioned 


association should be specially au- 
thorized to issue "a national prohi- 
bition war loan-of $5,000,000 to be 
under-written by friends of temper- 
ance and to be guaranteed with pro- 
vision for interest and sinking funds 
by the various churches." 


Further, 
Mr. 
-Hobson 
would 


authorize the association "to make 
overtures for liquor's capitulation, 
inquiring as to liquor's terms for 
complete surrender and reporting to 
a general convention to be called by 
them if any reasonable grounds of 
surrender are reached. 
This effort 


will thereafter eliminate all plans 
of any desire for confiscation or for 
injustice to individuals.

87 with the area planted only 98 
per cent, of that of last year. 


Wheat lias been damaged by the 


joint worm five per cent, and 
the 


cut worm did 9 per cent, damage to 
the corn, while the white grub is 
responsible for a tour per cent, corn 
damage. 
The timothy prospect is also low, 


, due probably to long drought -lasting 
* up well into May. Clover has been 


dam? sed 0 per cent, by the 
white 


grub. 


Oats promises an unusual yield, 


the prospect being now given as 100 
of a full average crop. 'Rye is 97 and 
barley the same. 


The potato crop promises 
well, 


both the area and condition being 
placed now at 98 per cent. The re- 
port carries nothing as to fruits. 


Reporcs on tobacco show 85 per- 


cent, of last year's area planted this 
year. Area planted in potatoes is 88,- 
2fil acres. 
Livestock reports indicate 


conditions slightly lower than 
aver- 


age, while the wool clip this year 
probably will be 91 percent of that of 
last year.
